The Annual Conference of the 
churches of this state was held during 
the second week of November, in the 
city of New Britain, the home of. Elibu 
Burritt, the learned blacksmith. The 
churches of the state were well repre 
sented, but more by the clergy than by 
the laity. One clergyman, and one of 
the best known in the state—the Rev. 
E. P. Pratt, Secretary of the Connecti- 
cut Temperance Union—was not pres- 
ent, fof the reason that he was on @ sick 
bed, and died about the close of the 
session. His death is a great loss to the 
state, and to the cause of temperance 
even outside the state. 

The convocation spoken of is called 
a Conference of the Churches. But 
this year, it was more exactly a conven- 
tion to listen to prepared addresses and 
papers on subjects assigned by a. state 
committee, of which Dr. Noble was 
chairman. The papers and addresses 
were all good, but not of necessity 
needed on the occasion, One of the 
most opportune things was a sermon by . 
Dr. Barbour, of Yale College, on the 
effect on the world of Christ’s advent. 
Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, of Norwich, 
pronounced an excellent discourse, in a 
felicitous way, on the matter of temper- 
ance. On its being proposed that a 
vote of thanks be tendered him, and a 
resolution on the line of his argument 
be passed, opposition was awakened on 
the part of a city minister, who, with 
another city minister, drew up the milk- 
and-water substitute resolutions, which, 
under the spur of hurry, were passed. 
The more important of the two resolu- 
tions adopted was, that the .churches 
should be temperate in- the use of in- 
toxicating drinks! Dea. Tompkins, of 
Norwich, injected a few ringing words 
into the discussion—so did the Rev. Mr. 
Merwin, of Milton—in favor of a total 
abstinence resolution; but to no pur- 
pose. The ‘‘ temperate use” of intoxi- 
cating drinks! And what an idea, that 
ministers should preach it, and churches 
attempt to practice it! “Touch not, 
taste not, handle not,” is the warning 
cry of the hour! 

The outcome of the Moody move- 
ment was reported as considerable where

the cities of his labors, less than usual 
religious interest, the last year. The 
interests of the American Board, Home 
Misssions, American Missionary Associ- 
ation, the Connecticut Missionary Soci- 
ety, Congregational Union, and the 
American Educational Society were 
most eloquently advocated by their re- 
spective . Secretaries — Alden, Storrs, 
Strieby, Tarbox, Brown and Pike. The 
Rev. Mr. Alexander said some telling. 
things respecting the access of southern 
colored voters to the ballot-box. _All 
spoke well. But who wanted to listen 
to the anniversary orations and reports 
of not less than six benevolent societies ? 
What had all this to do with the “con- 
ference” of the churches of 4 single 
state ? Churches ought to be supposed, 
to know something. A conference of 
the churches ought to confer together, 
and talk over matters of common inter- 
est. The whole body should be at lib- 
erty to express itself. Out of place is 
the Moderator’s suggestion, « If the or-- 
der of exercises is to be followed, dis- 
cussion must be dispensed with.” And 
such suggestion was made more than 
Once at the New Britain Conference. 

General Hawley was to have been the 
Moderator, but he could not attend. 
Dr. Anderson, the acting pastor of a 
Waterbury Congregational church, pre- 
sided. He has a clear head, and genu- 
ine common sense. He is a fine speaker, 
and one of the oldest divines in the 
State. 

Dr. Bacon is always on beni saying 
many good things, and some things less 
creditable to him." He has bad much 
to do, self-moved and otherwise, with 
the nomenclature of ministers ordained, 
installed and ‘uninstalled. And’ one of 
his last uncalled-for flings was, “hired 
ministers.” Bless his soul! Does he 


know of a minister set over a church in 
Connecticut that isnot hired? "Does he 
think Dr. Anderson any more “ hired ” 


‘than Dr. Noble? Over what church 
was, St. Paul, St. Peter, or Jesus him- 
self, set by installation? Hired mien, | 
all these, according to Dr. Bacon! Dr. 
Bacon says he is -pastor of the New 
Haven Center Church. He is not its 
pastor, The pastor of that church is 
the “‘ feeder” of it; and that man is F. 
A. Noble. Meanwhile, Dr. Burton is 
keeping as near as possible to Dr. Ba- 
con, to be within reach of his mantle 
when it shall fall to the ground.

NOTES ON THE LESSON. 


The two disciples who were overtaken 
by the risen Jesus on the road to Em- 
maus, after his mysterious disappear- 
ance, returned immediately to Jerusalem 
to report to the apostles what had hap- 
pened. They found them assembled 
together; and while they were relating 


/what had occurred, Jesus himself stood 


in the midst of them, and said: “ Peace 
be unto you.” They might possibly 
have supposed his appearance a mere 
vision, or optical illusion, born of their 


‘excited imaginations ; but as if in order 
to forever dispel the idea of an illusion, 


he took food and ate it before them (vs. 
41.43), 

(V. 44) These are the words—That 
is, the fulfillment of the words. W hile 
I was yet with you—Before his cruci- 
fixion. Moses * the prophets * the 
psalms—This was-the threefold designa- 
tion by which the Old Testament was 
known. It is the same as if he had 
said, “ In all the Scriptures of the Old 
Testament,” 

(V. 45) opened he their under- 
standing, that they might understand the 
Scriptures.—A statement of unspeaka- 
ble value, expressing, on the one. hand, 
Clirist’s immediate access to the human 
spirit and absolute power over it, to ad- 
justment of its vision, and its permanent 


and, on the other hand, showing that 
fhe apostolic manner of interpreting the 
Old Testament, in the Acts and Epis. 
tles, has the direct sanction of Christ 
himself. It was the method which he 
taught them. (D, Brown.) 

(V. 46) Thus i is written—All 
things had happened according to the 
declared will and purpose of God, as 
recorded in bis Word. | There was 
therefore no just cause for the surprise 
and despondency which the disciples at 
first felt. behooved Christ to 
suffer—His suffering was not the result 
of failure or ef accident, but according 
to the will of God; and in that will 
there was nothing arbitrary, for it was 
necessary as the only way in which the 
salvation of men could be. effected. 
And to rise from the dead on the third 
day—A dead Christ could not be the 
Saviour of living men. If death and 
hell had triamphed over him he could 
not have hindered their triumph over us. 


| His resurrection and triumph over 


death was as much a part of his work 
of Redemption as were his sufferings 
and death. It was impossible, there- 
fore, that he should be holden of it. — 
(V. 47) That repentance and remis. 
sion of sins should be preached in his 
name.—We have here these four things: 

(1) Repentance—A godly sorrow for sin 
and turning from it unto God; (2) Re- 
mission—The pardon or forgivences of |

(V. 48) Witnesses of these things—

they might be “ witnesses ”—witnesses

death and resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
(V. 49) Zhe promise of my Father 


| —Luke does not tell us what this was; 


but in John xiv: 7, and elsewhere, we 
learn that it was the Holy Ghost which 


promised. Zarry. ye in, Jerusalem 


—Because it was the capital and center 
of the theocratic kingdom, and because 
they were to begin their work there. 
(See on v. 47.) Endued with power— 
Invested or clothed with it. They were 
to be so penetrated or filled with the 
Holy Ghost. “as to stamp with divine 
authority the whole exercise of their 
apostolic office, including, certainly, 
their pen as well as their mouth.” From 
on high—The Holy Ghost was to de- 
scend on them from heaven, as he did 
at Pentecost. 

Luke now goes on to describe the 
gldrious ascension of the risen Lord, as 
if it followed immediately after the in- 
terview just related. But we know 
from the other Evangelists that a num- 
ber of incidents are here passed over 
without mention. There were forty 


| days between our Lord’s resurrection 


and his final ascension. John (xx: 
24.29) tells us of his appearing to all 
the Apostles ; then (xxi: 1-24) to seven 
of them by the Sea of Galilee. Matthew 
tells us (xxviii: 16-18) of his meeting 
the eleven by appointment on a high 
mountain in’ Galilee. Paul tells us 
(1 Cor. xv: 5-7) of his being seen by 
above five hundred brethren at once, 
the greater part of whom were still liv- 
ing in his day. “ After that he was 
seen by James, then by all the Apos- 
tles.”” 

(V. 50) He led them out as far as to 
Bethany—The word Bethany means the 
house of dates. The village so named, 
probably because of the abundance of 
that fruit there at one time, was situated 
on the eastern slope of Olivet. It is 
not likely that they went to the village 
itself, but to that side of the Mount of 
Olives where the road turns down to- 
ward the left to Bethany. The ancient 
tradition, that our Lord made his ascen- 
sion from the Mount of Olives, is prob- 
ably true ; though not from the summit, 


-but on the eastern slope, farther down 


toward Bethany. (See Schaff’s “Through 
Bible Lands,” p. 275.) ‘*But how 
came Jesus and the eleven to be now 
together at Bethany, having been last 
together in Galilee? The feast of Pen- 
tecost, now within ten days, would 
bring the disciples to Jerusalem, and no 
doubt their Lord appointed to meet 
them in the neighborhood of it,” 
(Brown) and led them out “ as far as 
toward Bethany,” which the critics tell 
us is the true reading. He lifted up his 
hands and blessed them.—“ Sweet intim- 
ation! The Incarnate, Crucified, Risen 
One, now on the wing for heaven— 
waiting only for those odorous gales 
which were to waft him to the skies— 
goes away in berledictions, only to con- 
tinué them in yet higher style, as the 
Glorified aud Enthroned One, until he 
urs again.” (Brown. ) 

(V. 51) He was parted from them 
gaa carried up into heaven—There on 
the open hillside, in the clear light of 
day, he rose and ascended into heaven, 
while they stood gazing on him as he 
went up, till he disappeared in the open- 
ing heavens. Noillusion about that ! 
Deception was impossible. © What 4 
moment was this! ‘“ If the angels were 
so enraptured at his birth into this scene 
of tears and death, what must have been’ 
their ecstasy as they welcomed and at- 
tended him up ‘ far above all heavens’ 
into the presence-chamber, and conduct- 
ed ight hand the

“Thou art the King of glory, 
O Christ!

gates ; be lifted up, ye everlasting doors,. 


that the King of glory may come in!”’ 

(V,52) They worshiped him—How 
could they do otherwise? They wor- 
shiped him, doubtless, as divine; for as 
Stier has truly remarked, the word here 
rendered “ worshiped ” is used by Luke 


in but one other place in this gospel (vi: | . 
7, 8), and there it is used to denote the 


honor due to God alone. Returned to 


| Jerusalem—As they had been instruct- 


ed to do before his ascension. . With 
great joy—Because of his promise to 
them, and that of the two shining ones 
(Acts i: 10-11) who had assured them 
that he would come again in like man- 
ner as they had seen him go into heaven. 

(V. 53) Were continually in the tem- 
ple—That. ie, they resorted to the tem- 
ple regularly every day, at the hours 
appointed for prayer, until the day of 


Pentecost. Praising and blessing God 


—In the works of: the liturgical service 
of the temple, but in a sense more spir- 
itual than was common to.Jewish wor- 
shipers. A Verily, truly, so let it 
be. This is added to our prayers in tes- 
timony of our desire and assurance to 
be heard. Who that has followed the 
Evangelist till he leaves. the readers 
with the Eleven “‘praising and blessing 
God,” after the Lord’s ascension to the 
Father, could refrain from adding his 
own “Amen,” even though Luke had 
not written it? No word is so proper 
to be the last of this Gospel. And as 
our studies in Luke are-now ended for 
the present, let it be with a prayer for 
the Master's blessing on. our humble la- 
bors, and with a strong and emphatic 
Amen ! 
PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

1. The Scriptures of the Old Testa- 
ment testify of Christ, and are fulfilled 
in him. 

2. We need divine ilemiaetii that 
we may understand the scriptures aright, 

8. There is no other way. in which 
men can obtain-remission of sins except 
by repentance toward God ard faith in 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

4, The resurrection and ascension of 
Jesus Christ are facts, as well attested 
as any other facts in history, —_ far 
better than most. 


5. His resurrection and ascension are 
no less beneficial and necessary for us 
than his sufferings and death. His go. 
ing’ away was “ expedient ’—that is, 
profitable—for us, inasmuch as it secur- 
ed for us the mission of the Comforter, 
by whom the work of Christ for us is 
completed, by being begun, continued 
and perfected in us. We are thus made 
‘meet for” our inheritance with the 
saints in light. 

6. Like the Apostles at Jerusalem, 
we should pray that the promise of the 
Father may be fulfilled in us, by the 
Spirit from on high,

They returned to Presbytery and re- 
ported, and Presbytery had the wisdom 
to see the hand of the Lord in it, and 
sent a man to preach. The’ results 


were a blessed revival in religion and 


the re-organization of the church. It is

“ One of the pleasantest inland towns 
in California,’’ was. our mental com- 
ment, as we approached Rio Vista. 

Suddenly our steamer discontinued 
the “swash” of its paddle-wheels, blew 
from its black-throated pipes a blast of 
** All Hail!” and broke out into an 
agonizing strain of music, as if it were 
some great, gigantic bird, full of de- 
light, and laboring under a bad cold. 
And so we drew up to the wharf. It 
was only a walk of a few moments, and 
we were in the “hospitable home, and 
seated at the abundant table of our 
hostess—one of the earliest and most 
valued helpers in the cause to which 
this column is devoted. 

Yes, beautiful for situation -is Rio 
Vista. It slopes up the right bank of 
the Sacramento, which here rises in 
lovely undalations of bill and dale, 
while the river, a mile in width, lies 
dimpling and sparkling at its feet. It 
made us think of nothing so much as of 
the Susquehannah at Harrisburg, inclad- 
ing the island which intersects the 
stream, and the mountains in the dis- 
tance, 

But there is one pane point of dif- 


ference. The Susquehanna is not navi-

gable, and rolls silently to its goal: 
while the Sacramento is alive with craft, 
of which the steamers, by means of the 
‘‘calliope” arrangement, in which they 
take delight, go singing up and down 
the beautiful stream. How their solos, 
cavatinas, and the rest, would suit a 
music “sharp,” we donot say here. We 
only assert that the river boats are very: 
lively wild fowl, and that, what with 
the rush they made, and the blasts they 
trumpeted, and the songs they executed 
under our very windows, we had no end 
of entertainment. For the hospitable 
house where we were domiciled is one 
of the first-built and most conspicuous 
thereabouts, standing on high ground, 
close upon the brink of the river, and it 
has long been the habit of the river 
craft to give it a special salute in passing. 

If this were a personal letter, we 
might tell much more.

Taree counties are represented by our 
Conference—Solano, Napa and Contra 
Costa; and in these three counties we 
count eleven churches. Among these 
we have already the following societies.

‘trifles.” OF the many who must recol. | 


lect the nursery jingles of their youth, 
how few'in number are those who have } 
ever suspected their great age, or that 
they were ever more than unmeaning 
nonsense ; far less that their creation be- | 


longs to a period before that at which | 


the authentic records of our history 
commence," We find the same trifles, 


- which ‘ete while lulled or amused the 


English or American infant, are current 


in slightly varied forms throughout the 


north of Europe. In fact, the nursery 
has an archeology, and who is prepar- 
od to prove how many centuries ago the 
following pathetic lines were written : 
“ Jack in the pulpit, out or in; 
‘Sold his wife for a milikin pin.” 
The origin of ** Mother Goose’s Melo- 
dies ” is an interesting one. About the 
year 1856 a gentlemen in Boston while 
examining a file of old newspapers in 
the Library of the American Antiquari- 
an Society, at Worcester, came across a 
dilapidated copy of the original edition 
of **Mother Goose’s Melodies.’ Not 


more than twelve or fifteen pages were | 


left, but as the price was only “two 
coppers’ it is not probable that there 
were many more. Being in search of 
other matter he merely took note of the 
title and general condition of the char- 
acter of the work. Failing to recover 


this copy (which had either been lost or | 


stolen, as a search was made for it sev- 
eral years afterward) the editor of the 
latest ‘‘ Mother’s Goose’s Melodies ”— 
which has just been published by 
Houghton, Osgood & Co., with admir- 
able designs in color by Alfred Kappes 
—has also embodied in the work an an- 
notated compilation of traditional nur- 
sery melodies, together with an account 


of Mother Goose and her family; and 


in doing so, he has taken as the basis of 
his work Halliwell’s excellent collection 
of the nursery rhymes in England. The 
intreductory account of ‘‘ The Goose or 
Vergoose family ”’—which contains a 
notice of ‘*‘ Mother Goose,” the putative 
author of the ‘“ Melodies,’ and of 
Thomas Fleet, the compiler and, publish- 
er of them—has mainly been prepared 
from materials collected by a lineal de- 
scendant (the great-great-grandson of 
Elizabeth Goose) of both these worthies. 


MOTHER GOOSE’”’ A BOSTON GIRL. 


Mother Goose—clarum et venerabile 
nomen—is not an imaginary person, as 
is commonly supposed. She was born, 
lived and died at the good old age of 
eighty-one, in Boston, before it was the 
“Hub”; and although she had no 


“blue blood ” in her veins, the family 


to which she belonged was respectable 
and proverbially wealthy. ‘The Goose, 
or Vergoose, family established them- 
selves in Boston, and held real estate 
here as early as 1659. The name ap- 
pears at different times under the forms 
of Goose, Vergoose, and, in one docu- 
ment, Vertigoose. The Boston Direc- 
tory, however, knows the ‘name no 
more, the last of the race that bore the 
illustrious cognomen having died in the 
year 1807. In the fourth book of the 


_ Registry of Deeds, Suffolk county, there 


is a deed of sale from one Anthony 


' Harker, who, in consideration of the 


sum of £30, money in hand, paid by 


_ Vergoose, of Boston, yeoman, in behalf 


of his son, Isaac Vergoose, conveys to 
the said Isaac a certain piece of land, 
etc. Isaac was married twice, and his 
last wife bore him ten children. She 
died in 1690, aged 42 years. Her grave. 
stone and those of two of her children 
are to be seen at the Old Granary bury- 
ing ground, on Tremont street. Isaac 
was married again in 1692, and his third 
wife was Elizabeth Foster, the immortal 
“ Mother Goose”? She became the 
mother of six ehildrén. As she was 
also stépmother to all the other chil-

sources, and then to publish them for 
the benefit of the world—not for him- 
self. This he did, bringing forth the 
book, which bore the following title: 
‘¢Songs for the Nursery, or Mother 
Goose’s Melodies for Children. Printed 
by T. Fleet, at his printing-house, Pud- 
ding Lane, 1719. Price two coppers.” 
Somebody, probably intended to repre- 
sent a goose, with a very long neck and 
a mouth wide open, covered a large 
part of the page. The adoption of this 
title was very characteristic of Fleet, as 
he was never known to spare his nearest 
friends when he could excite laughter at 
their expense. Fleet, in 1731, rented a 
new brick building at the corner of 
Cornhill (now the lower part of Wash- 
ington street) and Water street, which 
be afterwards purchased, and where he 
spent the remainder of bis days. In the 
“ Boston News Letter” of March 7, 
1731, he describes his place of business 
as in “ Cornhill, at the Sign of the 
Heart and Crown, near the lower end of 
School street.” In the samé year he 
was employed to print the fifth news- 
paper, the “ Weekly Rehearsal,” which 
was published in Boston. ‘In 1733 Fleet 


title to “The Boston Evening Post.” 
Fleet died in 1758, and his wife, Eliza- 
beth, survived him seventeen years, dy- 
ing in 1775. From all accounts he was 
a singular character. |

never adequately discharge. Was it 
not she who soothed us to sleep with 
her simple lullabies in our hours of in- 
fancy ; and who, in our childhood, open- 
ed the fount of sympathetic tears by her 
tragic tales, or evoked. sincerest laugh- 
ter, unfraught with pain, by her comic- 
alities, or held us spell-bound by her 
marvelous stories, which not even the 
audacious Munchausen himself, in the 
boldest fiights of hie imagination, ever 
equalled? And, although we admit 
that her taste might sometimes have 
been more refined, and that her morality 
was not always of the purest, shall we, 

to whom her worst descriptions of theft 
and murder and barbarity are either full 
of sound and fury, signifying nothing— 
shall we listen with any patience to 
those who malign her? Of course,
